| From Calitornia—Couse Break 


in High Prices. 


*\The succulent fantaloupé now has 
the right of way tO market,"’ said Wil- 
liam H. Stantonof the fruit and: vege- 
table division of-the Federal Bureau ‘of 
Markets’ yesterday. ‘‘ Shipments from 
California, which is our heaviest pro- 
ducer, are now well under way andthe 
extremely high prices that prevailed up 
to the early part of last week are. no 
longer in evidence. 

“The large break in the market oc- 
curred on Tuesday, when forty-two cars 
of California. cantaloupes arrived with 
fifty. cars of Georgia stock. Up to that 
time best. Calrfornia canisioupes could 
be purchased oply by the bigh efass res- 
taurants and hotels on account of. the 
generally - prohibitive. prices. - It ds now 
‘possible to buy really good: melons at 
reasonable prices. 

* Georgia. and Florida had been’ ship* 
ping for some time, since the earliest 
stock starts from Florida in carloads 
in May and from Georgia thé early part 
of June. This-Southern stock, however, 
does not. compare with California stotk 
in eating quality. 

“We receive most! of our cantaloupes 
| from the far West, California supply- 
ing us with -most of em. © During 
1921 there were shipped from the entire 
country 256,572 cars. Of this. quantity, 
California ‘shipped close to 15, cars 
or approximately 57 per cent. of all. 
New York .City received slightly’ more 





than 2,000 cars from California. last 
year. and - her ‘total recetpts from ail 
States were 4,950: cars. Colorado con- 
tributed 740 cars of this total for New 
York and Arizona 275 cars. Practically 
all of the balance of’our ‘arrivals were 
from the South Atlantic States, partic 
ularly Delaware, Maryland, the Caro- 
linas, Florida and Georgia. 

“There have been large. increases in 
acreage in. practically all our canta- 
loupe producing States this year, so that 
we should have liberal supplies and con- 
sequently comparatively low prices.”

English metaphysical *’ 
poets, from whom Mr. Grier- 
son makes thie admirable and 
welcome anthology, have 
never, of course, lacked admir- 

ers, as they always have had detrac- 
tors, and will continue: to have 
both. Their faults, as they appear 
to many, faults which,in the present 
mood of poetic taste, it is safer to 
call idiozyncrusies—idiosyncrasies de- 
liberate and willful—-are obvious. 
Their beauties, often peculiarly 
thrilling, that “into glory peep” 
_are equally obvious. Both have 
alike been equally acceptable to their 
_ admirers, who during the Victorian 
era formed a sort of occult brother- 
hood, as it were, keeping alight the 
altars of their fame, till at length, 
with the eclipse of “* Tonnysonian- 
ism.’’ our ‘‘ Georgians" have open- 
ly taken them for their masters, 
making a cult of their often barsh 
and crabbed and ‘“‘ conceited" 
styles, in their revolt against melody 
and ail forms of clear and singing 
poetic speech. To gather figs off 
thistles is the mode with certain 
“modern ’’ English poets, and#the 
popularity of Mr. Thomas F‘ardy's 
difficult, if powerful and poignant, 
dramatic lyrics, in rheumatic meters 
that crack like an old man’s knecs, 
is a part of this movement az:uinst 
melody and ‘* rhetoric,” so called. 
The cult of Mr. Robert Bridges !s 
another. The powerful and mishe- 
gotten genius of Donne, who was, ef 
course, the -master of the whole 
metaphysical school, has more than 
come into its‘ own, and his harsh 
prosoiy is as much emulated as his 
essential poetic power, the . tragic 
intensity 6f his grim imaginative 
spirit, is above all emulation. All 
that is good in Donne has been ap- 
preciated from the beginning. But 
all that from the beginning bas just- 
ly been decried, the absurdities of 
his strained imagery, his stiff- 
jointed meters, the frequent obscu- 
rity of his thought, all that keeps 
him from being a great poet and 
marks him a hunchback of the 
Muse. All this is perhaps even more 
acceptable to his fanatic modern ad- 
mirers than the more “ central” 
poetry which has made his namo im- 
moftal. So the disciples of Brown- 
ing and Meredith and Henry James 
swallow their masters whole, and 
imitate only their perivhable 
parts, which is, of course, oll their 
smaller capacities are capable of im- 
itating. There lies always the dan- 
ger of the “* half-god "" in literature. 
However, Mr. Grierson is no such 
blind admirer of Donne or any other 
of his ‘‘ metaphysical ’’ poets. He is 
too much of a scholar and critic to 
run to such extremes of ignorant 
partisanship—though, naturally, he 
ds to ‘their faults a little kind, and 
in Donne's case in particular he en- 
deavors, and with success, to show 
“how his ‘‘ idiosyncrasies” came 
about, what deep sincerities of feel- 
ing straining toward his own per- 
sons! expressiveness account for 
them. ;

cance of numbers, to say nothing 
of the aerial bodies of angels, the 
Phoenix and the mandrake’s root, 
Alchemy and Astrology, &c. * * * 
But the effect aimed at and se- 
cured is not entirely fantastic and 
erudite. * * * It.is the same de- 
sire for vivid and dramatic expres- 
sion * * * 
which, Mr, Grierson contends and 
iustrates, often inspires the imagery 
of Shakespeare; and its effects, 
though frequently bizarre, and none 
the worse for that, are, time and 
again, intensely vivid and real. I can- 
not do better than use the quotations 
Mr. Grierson brings in evidence of 
Donne's power in this direction, most 
of them household words to lovers 
of English poetry: 
Whoever comes to shroud me do 
not harm 
Nor question ‘much 
That subtle wreath of hair, which 
crowns my arm. 
I taught my silks their rustling to 
forbear, 
Even my opprest shoes dumb and 
silent were. 
I jong to talk with some old lover's 
host 


& 
Who djed before the God of Love 
was born. 
Twice or thrice had I loved thee 
Before I knew thy face or name, 
So in a voice, so in a shapeless

But, how- 
ever fantastic and tasteless Donne 
can be at his worst, he was, of 
course, far from alone in his day in 
this respect, and one of the finest of 
his followers, George Herbert, was 
occasionally even a worse offender. 
What could be worse than: 
Christ left His grave-cicthes that 
we might, when grief 
Draws tears or blood, not want an 
bandkerchiof. 





This is surely the very ecstacy 
of maudlin piety. At the same time, 
it is our duty to forgive anything to 
the poet who wrote: 


Sweet day, so cool, so calm, 3Q 
bright, 
The bridall of the earth andskie: 
The dew shall weep thy fall to- 
night; 
For thou must die. 


Herbert, and other such religious 
poets of the time as Richard Crashaw 
and Henry Vaughan, on the one 
band, court poets such as Thomas 
Carew and John Cleveland, on the 
other, and again a Puritan poet, 
snch as Andrew Marvell, illustrate, 
as Mr. Grierson well saye, how the 
“* metaphysical ’’ influence, with 
Donne as its fountainhead, per- 
meated all classes of sdciety in the 
seventeenth century. Courtier, or 
divine, or Cromwellian soldier, or a 
satirist such as Butler (with his 
“ Hadibras "’) were all in their gev- 
eral ways ‘’ metaphysicals.’’ ‘‘ It 
was,’’ he says, ‘‘ among the younger 
generation of Courtiers that Donne 
found the warmest admirers of his 
paradoxical and sensual audavities 
as a love poet, as it was the divines 
who looked to Laud and the Court 
for Anglican doctrine and «scipline 
who revered his memory, enshrined 
by the pious Izaak Walton, as of a 
divine poet and -preacher.’’ Even, 
he says, ‘‘ the great civil war was a 
metaphysical war."’ There were 
** metapbysicals "' in both camps. 
** Cromwell’s army was not inspired 
by any passion fur the Constitution; 
it fought to found the Kingdom of 
the Saints.” Of Andrew Marvell 
Mr. Grierson says ‘‘ his few love 
poems and his few devotional pieces 
are perfect exponents of the ‘ meta- 
physical ’ qualities, passionate, para- 
doxica] argument, touched with bu- 
mour and learned imagery,’ ‘and he 
instances these lines from his poem, 
“To His Coy Mistress,’’ as ** the 
very roof and crown of the meta- 
physical love lyric, at once fan 
and passionate *’: 


Had we bit Wor'd enough and

PERSONAL EBXPERIBENCES OF A

HE experiences recorded by-Mr. 
Vanderbilt include interviews 
with a number of celebrated 

people, intéresting not only an ac- 
count of their subject matter, but 
even more becanse of the obstacles 
which had to be overcome before the 
celebrities could be seen. There is, 
for example, the story of how two 
reporters outmanoeuvred the United 
States Navy in order to obtain an 
interview with its chief, Secretary 
Josephus Daniels, and another tell- 
ing how the entire staff of a New 
York hotel was unable to protect the 
sacred person vf Lord Dunsany from 
the newsgatherers. 

Tn a chapter appropriately headed 
* Squirrel Food,"" Mr.. Vanderbilt 
discusses the numerous cranks and 





pests who haunt newspaper offices 





and make the editor’s life a burden 
to him. They are usually people 
with axes to grind, and many of 
them are mentally unbalanced, or at 
least afflicted with ‘too much ego 
in their cosmos.’" The routine pro- 
cedure with such persons is to send 
a reporter out to see them and learn 
the nature of their errands. Then, it 
what they have to say is important 
enough, the edjtor will talk to them. 
Mr. Vanderbilt tells of one woman 
who called to collect a million doi- 
lars which she said the editor had 
burrowed from her ten years before. 
Several members of the staff tried 
to persuade her to go away, but she 
refused to do so and was rapidly be- 
coming violent, when one scribe. 
more resourceful than the rest, 
solved the problem by paying her a 
dime on account and asking her to 
call again in ten yoars fur the re- 
mainder.

When the war came the home of 
the Stocktons was taken over by 
the British and made the headquar - 
ters of General Cornwallis. Previous 
te his arrival the Continentals 
packed the family silver into three 
chests and buried them in the woods 
near by. Through the treachery of a 
servant, two of the chests were un- 
earthed by the British. The third, 
however, intact, was recovered by 
the Stocktons. Some of the silver 
may still be seen today at Morven. | 





When the British forces left 
Princeton they set fire to thd wing 
of the house containing the library. 
It was suspected that important war 
documents and plans were hidden 
there and this means was taken to 
insure their destruction. After the 
war this section of the house was 
rebuilt according to its original 
plan. It was bere that Daniel Web- 
ster, friend of Commodore Robert 
Stockton, grandson of the signer, 
wrote many of his legal briefs. The 
family owns 2 picture of - Wehster 
which is quite unlike the usual like- 
nesses one sees of him. It shows 
him in a turned down collar, open at 
the neck, a flowing tie and a soft 
hat. He looks more like a poet than 
a statesman. » 

George Washington's relations 
with the family were of the warmest 
kind. Annice SBoudinot Stockton 
had poetic gift. Naturally enough, 
the exploits of the distinguished 
General and friend inspired her to 
glorify him in verse. A number of 
delightful letters passed between 
them. The one following, little 
known, portrays the first President 
in a charming light. It is dated 
Rocky Hill, September 2, 1783, and 
reads: 

You apply to me, my dear 
Mad for absolution as though 
I was your father confessor, and 
as though you had committed a 
crime, great in itself, yet in the - 
venial class. You have reason 
good, for I find myscif strangely 
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disposed to be a very indulgent 
ghostly adviser on this occasion, 
end notwithstanding ‘‘ you are the 
most offending soul alive’* (that 
is, if it is a crime to write clegant 
poetry), yet, if you will come and 
dine with me on Thursday, and go 
through the proper course of 
penitence which shall be pre- 
scribed, I will strive hard to assist 
you in explating these pcetical 
trespasses on this side of purga- 
tory.- Nay, more, if it rests with 
me to direct your future bucubra- 
tions, I shall certainly urge you 
to a repetition of the same con- 
duct, on purpose to show what an 
abominable knack you have at 
confession and reformation; and 
so, without more hesitation, I 
shall venture to recommend the 
muse not to be restrained by ill- 
governed thnidity, but to go on 
and prosper. 

You see, Madam, when once the 
woman has tempted us, and we 
have tasted the forbidden fruit, 
there is no such thing as checking 
our appetite, whatever the conse- 
quences may be. You will, I dare 
say, recognize our being the gen- 
uine deS’cendants of those who are 
reported to be our great progeni- 
tors. 

Before I come to the more seri- 
ous conclusion of our letter, I 
must beg leave to say a word or 
two about those fine things you 
have been telling in such har- 
monious and beautiful numbers. 
Fiction is, to be sure, the very life 
and soul of poetry. All poets and 
poetesses have been indulged in 
the free and indisputable use of it, 
time out of mind; and to oblige 
you to make such an excellent 
poem, on such a subject, without 
any materials but those of simple 
reality, would be as cruel as the 
edict of Pharash, which compelled 
the children of Israel to manufac- 
ture bricks without the necessary 
ingredients. 

Thus are you sheltered under the 
authority of prescription, and I 
will not dare to charge you with 
an intentional breach of the rules 
of the Decalogue in. giving 80 
bright a coloring to the services I 
have been enabled to render my 
country, though I am nx0t con- 
scious of deserving anything at 
your hands than what the purest 
and most disinterested friendship 
has a right to claim, actuated by 
which you will permit me to 
thank you in the most affectionate 
manner for the kind wishes you 
have so happily expressed for me 
and the partner of all my domestic 
enjoyments. Be assured, we can 
never forget our friend at Mor+ 
ven, and that I am, my dear 
Madam, with every sentiment of 
friendship and esteem,

casioned this correspondence has not 
been put-into permanent form. It 
was a whim of Annice Boudinot that 
it was never to be published. Be- 
fore her death, she asked her daugh- 
ter to respect this wish of hers. 

_ Every house over a hundred years 
oid has its ghost. For a long time 
Morven boasted of the ghost_of Com- 
modore Robert Stockton, who on 
windy nights haunted his rooms to 
find the will which was never dis- 
covered by his family.

Grant, Grover 
Cleveland, Benjamin Harrison, and 
Woodrow Wilson. The last is a very 
great friend of, the family. 

Today Morven is visited by every 
distinguished visitor coming to the 
country who wishes to see what a 
Colonial house built before the na- 
tion’s independence looks like. 
Everything is practically intact. The 
bolts on the shutters are those of 200 
years ago and more; the doors are 
lined with iron forged by a muscular 
rebel, the rooms are low-raftered 
and wide. The slave quarters, now 





used as a storehouse, still stand a 
short distance from the big house. 

The beautiful old garden enclosed 
by a red brick wali presents the 
same appearance today as when 
Lafayette brought out the lovely 
Mrs. Stockton for a breath of air 
and there perhaps encountered 
George Washington. If Colonial 
spirits return, it is here that they 
will be least hurt by change.

ou BST, | ALL EMAGNE! 
(WHERE ‘DOES GERMAN 
STAND!) | By Raymond Rocoul 
Paris: Librairie Hachette. 


T is a striking phrase which M. 
Recouly has coined for describ- 
ing Germany's attitude toward 
reparations. He declares that, 
having made up her mind not 

to pay the Allies what she owes 
them under the Treaty of Versailles, 
she has “* organized disorder ’’ in her 
finances. In other words, he is 
firmly convinced that it is noi a case 
with her of not being able to pay, 
but.of not being willing to pay. And 
in order to help along the German 
contention that it is not at all a case 
of unwillingness on their part, the 
Germans, he writes, have lavished 
upon the ‘ organization of disor- 
der ” all the genius for organization 
for which they are universally cele- 
brated. 

Only in so far as German finances 
are concerned, he points out, has 
Germany failed to recuperate from 
the consequences of the war. Her 
forward strides in other directions 
have been such as to take the world’s 
breath away. 


Order has been re-established 
everywhere [writes M. Recouly). 
The German system of transpor- 
tation has been reorganized. The 
German péople have gone back to 
work. Despite the depreciation of 
their money, German manufac- 
turers have obtained raw ma- 
terials. Factories have started up 
again. Favored by the weakness 
of exchange (it is an ill wind that 
blows nobody good), German ex- 
ports have begun again on a big 
scale. 

Why is it, then, that Germany, 
having easily surmounted all these 
obstacles, having succeeded in 
finding bread and raw materials 
and in defeating anarchy, has 
shewn herself incapable of restor- 
ing order in her finances, writing 
off her deficit, practicing the 
policy of; econonry that is neces- 
sary if she is to pay her debt? 

She has not done this, simpty be- 
cause efe has not wished to do it. 

Fi jal order is, fundamen- 
tally, not more difficult to re- 
establish than order Jn the streets. 
But the latter sort of order bene- 
fited the Germans alone; the for- 
mer, on the contrary, according to 
the view of all Germany, would 
have primarily benefited_the Al- 
iles, and, most especially, France. 
And that is why the Germans have 
done nothing toward re-establish- 
ing it. 


M. Recouly became well known 
during the war as a writer. Under 
the pseudonym of Captain X. he 
was the author of numercus articles, 
many of which reappeared, ~ trans- 
lated into English, in American 
periodicals. He has written much of 
Marshal Foch, both during and since 
the war, which has been of immense 
value in making the personality and 
achievements of the French Com- 
mander-in-Chief known to readers all 
over the world. Since the armistice 
he has traveled extensively ia Ger- 
many and other parts of Central 
Europe, gathering the data which 
serve as a basiz for his latest work.

from its meridian—-Tinpan Alley. To 
‘trace it, you don’t have to be a 
student of geography. Even the 
amateur giobe-trotter on an auto- 
matic tour won't need his Baedeker 
to find it, for every ship the traveler 
takes today throbs with-the staccato 
cacophony of jazz and every stop at 
a port is punctuated by the syncopa- 
tion of jazz.

In this most European of Japanese 
cities there are half a dosen jaz 
bands. One European troupe, led by 
an ex-U. 8. Navy bandmaster, dis- 
penses ragtime at the leading hotel. 
The others are Japanese groups who, 
with that marvelous faculty for imi- 
tating the Occident, manage to or- 
ganize some semblance of jazz. And

Quite often this is 
exciting, for the vicarious traveler 
gets all the thrills and none of the 
discomforts and hardships. In order 
that the reader of this article may 
do a little vicarious traveling let a 
number of books treating different 
places pass in brief pageant before 
him.

They are as many as 
the sands of the desert, but there is 
a particular reasbn for “ The Mexi- 
can Mind,'’ by Wallace Thompson. 
Most of the volumes treating the vol- 
cano south of the Rio Grande have 
been objective studies, descriptions 
of activities and the reasons for va- 
rious manifestations. Mr. Thomp- 
son’s book is a psychological study 
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of the Mexican mind. He presents 
the various interfusions of races, 
the temperaments of the natives and 
the development of a national mind. 
It is all done in a restrained and 
scholarly manner, and would seem 
to one who has no knowledge of 
Mexicans to be worked out in the 
most manner.

T is the month of Ramazan, 
when during the day the Turk 
must not drink or eat or 
smoke, so that the booming of 
the cannon at sunset finds him 

with match in hand ready to light 
his cigarette, as it finds the restau- 
rant keepers with tables all ect ready 
for their hungry guests. Stamboul, 
usually quiet by 9 o'clock, turns 
night into day end the streets are 
crowded with promenaders. At no 
other time is itso beautiful or so 
interesting. The minarets of the 
mosques are lighted and texts from 
the Koran blaze in the sky, the elec- 
tric bulbs in which they are written 
being suspended on wires between 
these high towers. 

Turkish women, never seen in the 
evening, during this month come out 
in groups, and gravely they prome- 
nade up and down the streets past 
the men, who sip their coffee or 
smoke their narghilehs in the open- 
air cafés. They do not stare at the 
men, nor do the men appurently 
stare at them, but one feels perfectly 
sure that each is aware of the other. 
For the most part these women are 
dull and uninteresting; their ankles 
are thick, their feet big and ugly; 
they walk badly; their costume is 
becoming only to the slim and graco- 
ful; but occasionally one sees lovely 
‘faces, with large, dark, lustrous eyes 
and beautiful skin. and here you may 
be sure will be found a strain of 
Circassian blood. 

The great gate of the War Min- 
istry blazes with hundreds of lights, 
making it seem a very fine thing 
indeed, while im fise park between it 
and us surge hundred of Turkish 
and French soldiers, many, many 
Russian refugees, hawkers of all na- 
tionalities screaming their wares, de- 
mure Turkish women walking in the 
circle or seated on the ground 
against the iron railing. On the left 
the terraces of the coffee bouses are 
crowded with Turkish men, and over 
all the moon in her full giory sheds a 
magic light.

And now the entertainment begins. 
Poor K., I found, could not watch 
it. He had fought with the Cos-

the most picturesque and brilliant 
cavalry proops in Europe. He had 
sung with them around their camp 
fires on the Steppes and had joined 
in their dances. To see this little 
band, riding poor horsés, their uni- 
forms worn and soiled, to amuse the 
Turk, hurt him deeply. 

Despite their untrained horses, 
these men rode superbly, cutting 
branches from limbs with tneir sa- 
bres, cutting apples in two, picking 
up objects from the ground, vaulting 
off and on their horses, turning 
somersaults, riding standing, riding 
on their heads, their bodies straight 
in the air, all with the horses going 
at full speed. Then, as their com- 
rades stood around them, clapping 
time with their hands, they danced 
the ‘‘ lezguinka.” Toe dancing on 
a stage is sufficiently difficult, but 
these men. de toe dancing ov the 
rough ground and in their high boots 
—it is a marvelous gymnastic feat, 
and it is marvelously graceful. And 
they sang their hauntingly sad folk- 
songs, and my heart ached with 
theirs, for with them I saw the 
banks of the Don and the Volga, and 
I knew how they longed for their old 
free life. 

When leaving I found General 
Baratoff with the horses, arranging 
some details of the program, and 
planned with him to visit the in- 
valids for whom the entertainment 
was given. He reproved me scvere- 
ly for leaving so early—it was only 
1:80 o’clock—the evening was s0 
young. I myself hated to leave, 
but K. was so tired, and I learned 
he had had no supper. That fs an- 
other of the many queer situations 
that arise if one lives, as I have 
lately, with the Russians. Your 
companion, charming, debonair, full 
of life, may suddenly grow quite 
faint, and if you are “ sympa- 
thique "” you may learn that it has 
been ten hours, perhaps even twen- 
ty-four, since he or she has had 
food. Many Americans are in daily 
association with these people and 
learn nothing of these tragedies, 
so brave and so prond are these refu- 


goes.

It was not a brilliant entertain- 
ment; it was pathetic if you viewed 
it from the point of view of the senti- 
mentalist; but it was fine if you 
realized It as another of the many, 
many efforts these unfortunate peo- 
ple are making to help themselves. 

A few days later I went tod the 
headquarters of the Union of Rus- 
sian Invalids to go with Gencral Bar- 
atoff to visit his flock. The Gen- 
eral and Madame live in one. room, 
as do all other refugees; there were 
no mattresses on their beds, only 
blankets covered the springs; clothes 
hung from all the walls, and boxes 
and bags were piled high, but there 
\'were books, and Madame, the mother 





of a grown son, was having a lesson 
in English. There were interesting 
souvenirs: A guest book, in which 
could be found the names of many 
accounted very great; a_ splendid 
portrait of the General, done by a 
Russian refugee artist; and photo- 
graphs of their beautiful home at 
Cape Verde, near Batum, overiook- 
ing the sea, surrounded by tropical 
fruits and flowers and wonderful 
trees. 

The dignity with which the well- 
born Russians accept their poverty, 
for which they never apologize and 
of which they rarely complain, is in- 
aspiring. The family had not dined, 
ao the Genera] and Madame and their 
mnall son had their bortch, and after 
it their stewed fish and dry bread. 
The china was tin and the silver was 
pewter. I regretted having just 
eaten my own dinner, for no meals 
ever so appeal to me as the simple 
ones I eat with these charming 
people. 

A short walk brought us to In- 
valids’ Home No. 1, near Bayazid 
Square, in one of the little quiet 
streets of Stambeul which seem to 
bring you into another world—an old 
Turkish house in bad repair. 

We first visited the workshop in 
the yard where the invalids make 
bamboo furniture. Colonel E. di- 
rects the group because, formerly 
the owner cf large furniture fac- 
tories, he knows something of the 
construction of chairs and tabies. 
Filling the bamboo rods with sand 
was General Z., who had commanded 
regiments with Denikin and Wran- 
gel. Making bat boxes at another 
table wos Colonel B., who as Com- 
mander of the First Regiment of 
His Majesty's infantry, the Kallouj- 
ski, bad fought brilliantly on the 
front in 1914-1917. His eyes filied 
with tears as he kissed my hand 
when General Baratoff explained 
my keen interest In them. He said: 

“An Russian are 
obliged to the American people; you 
are the only people who have helped 
us; we will never forget you.” 

The Colonel's assistant in the hat- 
box making was a General who, af- 
ter being severely wounded, had 
been a tutor in the Cadet Cossack 
Corps of Emperor Alexander III. 

General A. was nailing into place 
the bamboo rods shaped and polished 
by his comrades, and th finished 
products were chairs, tables and 
benches of which these artisans had 
every right to be proud. 

As almost al! visitors to these 
homes are representatives of relief 
organizations, these refugees natu- 
rally hoped that I, too, had come to 
aid them, so when introduced to Gen- 
eral R., ‘“‘ the oldest and largest 
of the invalids” (he must be 6 feet 
6), he begged me to arrange for 
false teeth for himself and his aged 
wife, showing me his toothless jaws. 
In a recent fire, in which these poor 
r lost the little they had, in 
fleeing from the flames they had not 
remembered their plates. 

The rooms of the home are divided 
into two compartments each by 
means of blankets; but every word 
can be heard; every movement is 








known. And these people were ac- 
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customed to a life not only rich, aut 
a life that was spacious. 

In one compdrtment I found a 
mother, with three children, aged 
perhaps 7,5 and 2. She was making 
paper flowers, which her husband 
sells in Pera. But now the gardens 
and fields are filled with blooming 
Plants and the public does not buy 
80 many. paper flowers, and what 
can they do? In another compart- 
ment 1 found nine persons—grand- 
parents, parents and children-—all 
making clothes. They sew day and 
night, I was told. They have a sew- 
ing machine, but it needs repair. 
Was it possible for me to arrange

The most pitiful room I visited was 
that of Colonel ——. Here, on a 
soiled bed, without linen, both legs 
gone, his torso and head that of a 





wife had a bandaged hand; she is 
young and she is courageous; 
told us of the loss she sustained in 
the recent fire and her need for un- 
derclothing, but she did not whine.

In the cellar two rooms are occu- 
pied. In the first four men were liv- 
ing. One of them left a wife in 
Russia; the other a wife and two 
daughters; neither knows anything 
of the fate of their loved ones. I 
admired a group of pictures on the 
wall and was compelled to accept one 
for a souvenir, a charming photo- 
graph of some setter puppies. 

And in the second cellar room I 
found a real puppy, a forlorn little 
soul, suffering with distemper, ten- 
derly cared fer by an old Colonel, 
his wife and daughter.

Movie Unmasking of 
Fridericus Rex 


By A. M. EMPERLE 


HEN they realized how 

much was shown in their 

screen revival of periods 

of French and English 

history, the Germans de- 
cided to show the world an intimate 
little bit of their own historic past. 
Very conscious of its timely inter- 
est, I should say, they selected the 
life of Frederick the Great—that 
period when the foundation was laid 
for the work that Bismarck was to 
set the Crown to in 1871, and Wil- 
liam II. to. undo in 1914. So; play- 
ing on the sympathies and the an- 
tipathies of present-day Germany. 
the producers of this latest and most 
pretentious motion picture sat down 
and with unmistakable German eru- 
dition read book after book about the 
great statesman and warrior, fil- 
tered their contents through a_rather 
Prussian, although on its surface un- 
ostentatious, idealism, manufactured 
about twenty-five reels of filin des- 
tiny, and then called their product 
** Fridericus Rex.’’ The entire pro- 
duction is to be in four parts. Only 
two parts have been so far released, 
and these were shown together in 
Berlin on the same night before an 
audience as varied in its likes and 
dislikes as ever sat in a picture 
house. 

It is not the story of the birth of 
a& nation that this picture tells, but 
the story of how a political idea was 
forcibly planted in a comparatively 
small group of people, who then, in 
their turn, after they themselves had 
completely assimilated it, were to 
enforce this idea on the whole of the 
German people. The authors and the 
producers of the picture want us to 
believe that their intentions were the 
best in the world; that their attitude 
was and is free from any political 
bias. However that may be, the pic- 
ture remains a dangerous one--dan- 
gerous to the internal peace of Ger- 
many only, to be sure. For none but 
a German audience, fed and grown 
fat on a tradition of militarism and 
serfdom, could find anything admira- 


of relief, and also in the secret joy 
of the subaltern given ‘an opportu- 
nity to see his former master in a 
ridiculous situation. 

Endless are the drilling scenes, the 


lin spectators still accept everything 
of this sort as genuine, and it cer- 
tainly is not a very convincing proof 
of the all new atic spirit 
of Germany when every tiny inci- 
dent reminiscent of Potsdam au- 
tocraey and brutality is tumultuous- 
ly applauded. 

There is another little benevolent 
trait of Frederick William’s that de- 
serves to be mentioned, firstly be- 
cause it shows that the tactics of 
the Hohenzollerns were always the 
same, and secondly because its in- 
clusion in the picture seems to be the 
result of what its makers intend to 
give relief. 

It was the habit of the old King 
simply to claim for his army any 
man who was unlucky enough to 
have reached a certain specified 
height and who otherwise also sat- 
isfied his Majesty's prerequisites. 
One such fellow, a pathetically shy 
pastor, has just been favored by the 
King’s interest in him, and his wife, 
in her despair, forces her way past 
the sentinels and reclaims her re~- 
vered husband. . Frederick William 
releases the man because she prom- 
ises to take care of the population 
of the Fatheriand in a decidedly gen- 
erous manner. His heart is not 
moved; he does not act under the 
pressure of a human emotion; his 
decision to release the man is a 
strategical move. 

In spite of the pempous title “ Fri- 
dericus Rex,” and the intention to 
tell the story of Frederick the Great, 
the real protagonist of these two 
parts is Frederick William and the 
real plot the conflict between the 
King and the Crown Prince, between 
father and son. 

Fritz is shown in his prison, and 
great emphasis is put upon the fact

It depends, of course; entirely 
upon one’s point of view, not so 
much on individual as rather a racial 
one, whether one finds the message 
fit subtly conveys and the lesson it 
would teach recommendable or not. 

I am told that in its complete and 
ultimate shape the picture carries a 
pacifistic message. 

It 4s quite plausible that it be so, 
for there lived few men less fred than 
this ‘* King of battles’ and rarely 
was a man temperamentally more 
unsuited to a life of warfare and 
political leadership than Frederick 
the Great. Had it not been for his 
disappointed youth and for the firm- 
ness with which the idea of the 
Prussian State was already planted 
in the young Crown Prince and the 
Generals, who knows but he would 
have put crown and sword into the 
hands of another? 

‘The Germans are very proud of the 
friendship between’ their warrior 
King and Vobditaire, and to satisfy 
this rather just pride the French 
philosopher is brought into the pic- 
ture to illustrate: another side of 
Frederick, who. really never could 
speak (tierman well and who hated 
the language. 

The end itself, which is to carry 
the redeeming word to the world, is

makers yet. It is probable, however, 
that Napoteon will have to play a 
part in it, not unlike a deus ex ma- 
china, standing at the grave of 
Frederick and commenting upon the 
immortality and, equally, the crucity 
and senselessness of all wars. 

The imminent danger in showing 
such a picture today lies, of course, 
in the reckless exploitation of the 
patriotic prejudices of the man in the 
street by monarchical and Junker 
elements. One ‘radical paper even 
claims that the German National 
People’s Party has its :own hired 
claquers, who sit through every per- 
formance of ‘‘ Fredericus Rex" and 
animate the rest of the spectators by 
clapping and shouting ‘‘ Hoch! ” 
How much truth there is to this I 
cannot tell, but the fact remains that 
the picture is used to stir up pas- 
sions that were just about to settle 
down. 

Strange as it may seem, the mak- 
ers of ** Fridericus Rex "' count on a 
great and hearty reception of their 
picture in the United States.

The pe- 
cullar and striking similarity be- 
tween the two in genius, character 
and career has been frequently com- 
mented on. Of course, Poe is su- 
perior to Hoffmann in sheer bril-

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Earthen Pot in Which the Coins 
Were Found.

TURKISH iaborer, working 

cautiously with a 

shovel on April 13 of this 

year on a hill in Asia Minor 

where some fragments of 
pottery and worked stone had been 
noticed, dug out bones, fragments 
of masonry, broken pieces of baked 
clay and then a large eazthen pot.

To a private collector a single 
** stater '"’ might be worth hundreds 
of thousands of dollars. A Turkish 
workman, by slipping one in his 
pocket, might make himself one of 
the wealthiest men in Asia Minor.

The tucky discovery was made, ac- 
cording to Dr. T. Leslie Shear of 
New York, one of the party, be- 
cause the scientists were ‘‘ pros- 
pecting,’’ the systematic excavation 
of the site being prevented by the 
damaged condition of their mb- 
chinery as the result of successive 
invasions of the region by Turkish 
and Greek armies 
‘It is a wild spot in the midst of 
his and mountains.

F Conan Doyle, or any one else 
in intimate touch with the

Would they be puzzled, or grieved, 
or indignant? One can hardly 
imagine them reading it with’ ap- 
proval. For its viewpoint. its pur- 
pose, its method are as distant as 
antipodes from their standards. 
Nevertheless, one discovers in its at- 
titude and purpose a certain kinship 
with the mental processes and ideals 
of the famous scientist whose pas- 
sion for veracity and whose courage 
in aquarely meeting whatever it 
might reveal are among the most in- 
aspiring of the personal traits of all 
the great Victorians.

But, when one has come to that 
decision, quickly follows the wonder- 
nig question, Does he really see life 
as he depicts it in the stories that 
make up this book”?

THE HERETIC: A Btudy of Tem- 
erament. a de Mills Whitham. 


pied “— Macmillan Com- 
ica this book is the “‘ study 
W in temperament ’’ that its 
sub-title so- carefully av- 
nounces, it is also much more than 
that. For it shows the temperament 
whose development it has depicted in 
contact with its environment, roact- 
ing ageinst the influence of other 
charucters, in conflict with the 
world. And so it becomes a novel 
rather than the “ study’’ its au- 
ther too modestly names it. But he 
has meant it to be a study of—and it 
is a novel abuut—the rebellious tem- 
perament, the temperament that re- 
fuses to accept at their fare value 
the standards and the shibboleths of 
conventional society, that insists on 
tiving its own life according to its 
own sense of essential values. Its 
‘heretic ’’ hero is a heretic on the 
subject of surgery, but he might just 
as well have been a heretic on the 
subject of anything else, from re- 
ligion to clothes. Says the author 
succinctly in a prefatory letter to the 
friend to whom the novel is dedi- 
cated: ‘‘ Had Raymon Verne been 
a painter contending against the 
archaic traditions of an academy, or 
a writer defying the pundits of his 
generation, or a statesman express- 
ing convictions in the face of party 
prejudice, the essence of my novel 
would not differ in spirit, I hope, 
from that quality whereby work 
stands or falls in the category of 
art.’’ 

Mr. Whitman's ‘ heretic "’ is the 
offspring of a farnily of independent 
spirit and fine intellectual endow- 
rhent, three of whom, Raymon 
Verne’s faiher and the latter's 
brother and sister, have prominent 
parts in the story. The father had 
retired rom the world when Raymon 
was a child and, making his home 
alone with the boy on a wide and 
windy moor in the west of England, 
haf brought up his son to believe in 
honesty. and sincerity and simple 
truth, endeavoring to develop his 
mind and soul without imposing 
upon him the authorities of creed 
or. dogma of any sort. As the lad 
grows up he reveals the possession 
of an unusual gift for the righting 
of dislocated or broken limbs and 
joints and later on becomes a sur- 
geon-manipulator — something like 
the kind of practitioner who is some- 
times known in country districts in 
the United States as a ‘“* bone: 
setter,”” although represented as 
having had more professional train- 
ing. He rouses the bitter opposition 
of the medical profession and has a 
long struggle, which the author re- 
counts with many dramatic touches. 
Although he succeeds professionally, 
financially and socially, he loses 
much on the personal side of life, 
but the end sees him back on the 
moor, in his childhood’s home, busy, 
useful and apparently happy, feeling

HIS GRACE GIVES NOTICE. By 
Lady Troubridge. Duffield 4 Co. 

HERE is, as Lady Troubridge 
suggests, something more than 
4 trifle Gilbertian in the situa- 

tion’ which forms the groundwork of 
her entertaining comedy of manners, 
‘* His Grace Gives Notice.” Instead 
of a “ private drum "’ turning into 
the King of Barataria, it is a second 
footman who suddenly is proved to 
be a Duke, to the intense surprise 
of all concerned, himself included. 
The dismay of the admirable butler, 
Hicks, once overiord of the footman 
George, whom a succession of deaths 
had changed into no less a personaze 
than the Duke of St. Bevis, and of 
the no less admirable Lord Rannock, 
employer of the aforesaid George, 
and their mutual efforts to meet and 
deal with the situation in a dignified 
manner, are at once entirely natural 
and entirely amusing. A more seri- 
ous note is introduced in the feelings 
of George himself, the Canadian- 
born young man who had roughed 
it both in the Dominion and in the 
United States before he-crossed the 
ocean tu fight through the war 
years. Wounded, unable for a time 
to do anything requiring much ef- 
fort, he had taken the only job that 
seemed opened to him, and become 
second footman in the Rannock es- 
tablishment, where the ceremonial of 
the servants’ hall was more rigid 
even than the ceremonial of the 
drawing room. Of course he was 
thoroughly out of place in domestic 
service, lonely and unhappy, mis- 
erably conscious of the barrier cut- 
ting him off from meny of his fel- 
lowmen. And when he became a 
Duke, he discovered that the barrier 
still existed; it had only been shifted, 
not removed. 

This first part of Lady Trou- 
bridge’s novel ix a mixture of 
comedy and of certain very present 
problems, so well handied as io 
awaken high hopes in the reader. 
Unfortunately she has allowed the 
tale to decline into an agreeable and 
pleasantly written, but completely 
conventional love story.

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THE WORLD OF ART 


HE Metropolitan Museum's 
Summer exhibition of prints 
includes one gallery devoted 
to etched landscapes made 
before 1800. To the general 

public this may sound uninteresting, 
but the room is full of adventure, 
the pi t it t of art that 
still is new and offers problems not 
yet solved, and the rewards reserved 
for pioneers. In spite of -backgrounds 
to primitive pictures and the pretty 
Spring flowers which the early 
painters planted about the feet of 
the young Virgin, in spite of the 
love of landscape shown by such 
powerful artists as Titflan and Di- 
rer, the outdoor world made little 
impression upon art until, in the 
seveteenth century, Holland substi- 
tuted portraits of the open fields for 
portraits of royalty and religious 
compositions. 

For the earlier artists who loved 
landscape the art of the point was 
an invaluable resource. Less elab- 
orate and pretentious than painting, 
it justified them in choosing the 
least popular of subjects upon which 
to use it. Perhaps you would not 
choose to paint a little bridge 
thrown across a stream, a cottage 
on the bank, but to scratch a 
sketch of such a simple subject on a 
copper or an iron plate is a mere 
trifle of a task and full of interest 
to the artist. None could complain 
of his wasting his powers. And be- 
cause the result in these hrusque 
etchings often lacks evidence of 
technical experience and facility it 
has a personal force of expression, 
the direct message from the artist's 
mind to ours, so easily dissipated. in 
the effort toward technical complete- 








ness. 

Just before Dilrer’s death, at the 
end of his ‘“ Treatise on Propor- 
tion,’” he said that if God spared his

Hirschvogel and Lautensack fol- 
lowed Dtirer in. Germany, both 
vowed openly to landscape etching, 
Lautensack represented in this col- 
lection by his “‘ Landscape: A Fort 
op a Cliff,"’ an unusually vigorous 
performance with a sky effect re- 
sembling a catherine wheel, and a 
few years later, in the Jast quarter 
of the sixte@énth century, came the 
brilliant Elsheimer, his face turned 
toward Italy, but with a mind so eat- 
urated with originality that even 
Rome could not tame it. As Lodge 
to Shakespeare, so Elsheimer to 
Rembrandt. 

It was Adam Elsheimer who took 
the Biblical characters assigned to 
art by the taste of his day into the 
warm Italian landscape and made 
them look at home there. His paint- 
ing of the amazingly popular sub- 
ject, *‘ Tobias and the Angel,’’ found 
immediate favor in Rome when it 
was exhibited there, and an etching 
made from it by Hendrik Goudt 
shows plainly enough the attractive- 
ness of the original even without its 
glowing color. Both Tobias and his 
guide are winning childlike figures

of a natural and sweet simplicity, 
the Uttle following dog picking his 
way across the stony brook is amus- 
ingly particularized, and the back- 
ground of trees and streams is at 
least as important as the figures. 

It was from this painting by 
Elsheimer that Hercules Seghers 
made his Tobias plate and from the 
Tobias of Seghers Rembrandt recon- 
structed his design for the ‘' Flight 
Into Egypt.’’ which is shown in the 
Museum exhibition. ‘‘ As You Like 
It," however, is hardly more differ- 
ent from ‘‘ Rosalynde’’ than the 
Rembrandt plate from the Seghers, 
the latter showing the figures 
roundly modeled and prominent 
against the open sky, the former 
blotting the figures out against the 
dense foliage and adding thus a note 
of mystery and drama to the com- 
position. 

Still another Tobias appears in 
Jan van de Velde’s etching from 
Moses van Wytenbroeck’s version of 
the story and makes a likable little 
plate with both Tobias and the Angel 
wearing the same childlike aspect 
given them by all the artists of the 
period, with a blond and gracious 
landscape marked in the foreground 
by an exotic tree hung with vines, 
and a more than usually lively touch 
of humor in the abandon of the little 
dog engaged in startling wild fowl! 
into sudden flight. 

Over all this art rests the golden 
spell of Italy. Following Elsheimer 
came Claude, entering Rome before 
1630 and developing an idyllic and 
classic style. His landscapes are lih- 
erally furnished with ruins and peo-

We reach Ruisdael through the 
Utrecht painter Everdingen, who 
shifted the foreign influence in 
Dutch art from Italy to Norway, a 
country near at hand with which 
Holland held commerce. Either 
through the accident of a shipwreck, 
or, as Michel thinks, through the 
ordinary adventure of a visit to this 
accessible land where his country- 
men had many of them settled, 
Everdingen filled his sketchbooks 





with the rocks and spiked ever-

Rome in achieving results similar to 
those of Claude, and possessing in 
the bargain a sturdy individuality 
equal to resisting the Italian infin- 
ence at the point where it threat- 
ened to submerge Dutch character. 

Pasalng cver many etchers whore 
work shows not only the evolution 
of the etcher’s technique but sirong 
and personal talent—Satleven, whose 
mountains and skies form a splen-

greens and log huts of the Norwe- 
gian coast. Ruisdael, great original 
master though he was, is credited 
by most writers with copying the 
material accumulated by Everdingen 
and imitating his Svandinavian sub- 
jects in order to win the popularity 
he lacked and with it the money of 
which he stood in great need. 

Michel rejects this theory, argu- 
ing that Ruisdael could hardly have 
put into his imitations more vitality 
and variety than can be found in the 
originals, surely a fallacious argu- 
ment, as the* superiority of Ruisdael 
over Everdingen in knowledge of his 
art and intellecttal grasp would ade- 
quately account for his making a 
Ruisdael copy that would surpass an 
Everdingen original. But the more 
absurd contention by the same 
writer is that Ruisdael could not, in 
view of his ‘‘ scrupulous sincerity,’’ 
have produced so many pictures of 
a country he had not seen. A scru- 
pulous sincerity that did not inter- 
fere with his introducing into his 
compositions the features of several 
widely separated and different re- 
gions could not be counted upon in 
a matter that probably seemed very 
unimportant to him. 

Nevertheless it is plausible enough 

to assume that Ruisdael did, in spite 
of extreme poverty and generously 
assumed responsibilities, get his 
chance ‘to travel as far as Norway 
and see for himself the landscape he 
used in his tater paintings. The 
point is interesting only in its rela- 
tion to his habit of work, as, fortu- 
nately for the print collector, his 
etchings belong to the early period 
of -his life when Holland satisfied 
him. 
The glorious little group represent- 
ing him in the Museum exhibition 
illustrates his genius at its maxi- 
mum. Here are “ The Two Peasants 
and Their Dog,” *‘ The Travelers,” 
“ The Three Oaks,” a trio of master- 
pieces in which the artist's mastery 
of structure and his powerful linear 
style appear triumphant over his 
natural absorption in the problems 
peculiar to painting. 

“The Three Oaks” is by far the 
most highly developed plate in point 
of so-called finish. Also, it is the 
least Interesting in composition and 
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the most commonplace in treatment. 
**The Travelers” is most charac- 
teristic of Ruisdael’s preferences in 
landscape, the fallen tree athwart a 
brook, the water disturbed in its flow 
by stones and water grasses, the 
domination of the scene by a cluster 
of majestic and contorted trees on 
the edge of the bank. But the 
“Two Peasants and Their Deg,”’ 
with its light yet forcible line, its 
free, beautiful draftsmanship and 
its feeling of breadth in spite of rich 
detail, is the strongest expression of 
his serious and masculine tempera- 
ment. 

Other artists in the exhibition are 
the elder Breughel, a century older 
than Ruisdael and as nearly as could 


be found his precise opposite in man- 
ner and feeling; Grimaldi, Nicolas de 
Son, the British etcher Wenzel Hol- 
lar, whose landscape is all compact 
of human modifications; the French

scenes are saturated with charming 
sophistications and swim in the sun- 
ght of Paris; Della Bella, Dughet, 
Nooms, minor men, each saying 
something fur his country and his 
period.

We lingerea so long with theve in- 
valids that we had but little time for 
a visit to those at Wildiz, but de- 
cided to go, as we were expected. 
The drive took us through Stamboul, 
its shops still closed, the Turks 
asleep, across Galata Bridge, up 
through crowded Pera, out past Chi- 
chili, the residentia) part of the city, 
and across the hills overlooking the 
Bosporus, to the old Turkish cav- 
alry barracks at Yildiz, now housing 
Russian refugees, three of them the 
homes of war invalids and their 
families. 

Heré we found 230 people, their 
condition the same as those in the 
home we had just quitted: Generals 
and Colonels, chiefs of staff, other 
high officers, who had fought gal- 
lantly on the western front of Rus- 
sia; drawing the regiments of Ger- 
many from France, and thus helped 
gave Paris in August and September, 
1914: men who remained on the

were fed the French rations in the 
camps; then they were organized 
into groups and placed in these spe- 
cial ‘* homes,’’ fed first by one re- 
lief agency, then ancther, usually 
with a doubt as to whether when 
one source of supply failed another 
could be found. For some time they 
received 20 piastres (about 12 
cents) for their living; then it was 
cut to 15 piastres (about 9 cents), 
and now they receive but 7% pias- 
tres (about 4 cents), and this is 
guaranteed but for one month more. 

Before the Genoa conference we 
thought a solution of their problem 
had been found. Bulgaria had 
agreed to furnish them shelter; 
Hoover would feed them for four or 
five months; the League of Nations 
would trunsport them and would 
work out with the Governments of 
Serbia (for there are several thou- 
sand war invalids already domiciled 
there) and Bulgaria some plan for 
their permanent establishment. 

But emboldened by Lloyd George's 
wooing of them, coincident with the 
publication of their pact with Ger- 
many, the existence of which was no 
secret, the Bolsheviki launched an 

inst the 





front so long as a_ soldier r ained 
—those poor ignorant soldiers enticed 
from their duty by the most brilliant 
propaganda ever originated by the 
Germans, the promise of free lands, 
free cattle, free horses—men faithful 
to the Allies, who fought in turn 
with Denikin, Yudenitch, Kolchak or 
Wrange! for the overthrow of Bol- 
shevism. Here with wives and chil- 
dren they are herded. Small rooms 
are made into two apartments, as 
in Home 1. The targe upper floor 
of the barrack is divided into about 
thirty of these compartments, also 
with blankets, and here in tiny 
cubicles families must live. In some 
were shoemakers’ benches, in others 
sewing machines; in imany the wo- 
men were embroidering. 

In the cellar, formerly the stable 
of the barrack, the inyalids make 
grindstones and furniture. These 
are willing workers and there were 
many completed articles, but, alas! 
there are no buyers. Although val- 
ued elsewhere, in this country of 
handworkers of many nationalities 
who can exist on less food than the 
Russians, hand-made articles have 
no particular significance. 

Although the beds were often 
without mattresses or sheets and al- 
though in each little cubicle was 
crowded the paraphernalia for liv- 
ing, for working, for cooking, for 
eating, of from three to five per- 
sons, all were remarkably neat and 
they were odorless. Some of them 
were even attractive. The Russian 
woman is always remarkable, I find. 
Here also I found her dressed in 
simple cotton dress, but neat and 
attractive. And the Russian spirit 
lived here, as it lives wherever these 
refugees are found—brave and smil- 
ing and hopeful. 

We were foilowed in our inspec- 
tion by fifteen or twenty of the ref- 
ugees. It was inspiring to see their 
respect for and trust in General 
Baratoff, their chief. Men and wo- 
men made their personal reports to 
him and in the case of the especial- 
ly afflicted they begged for assist- 
ance for their friends. He is, I 
know, powerless to-aid them, hav- 
ting exhausted every avenue open to 
him, and I felt the deepest sympathy 
for him. 

In Constantinople alone there are 
1,500 of these war invalids, now in- 
capacitated for work from 100 per 
cent. to 50 per cent. and with them 
are 1,000 wives and dependent chil- 
dren. These men would have drawn 
pensions commensurate with their. 
high rank and have been cared for 
by their Government undér ordinary 
circumstances. What is to become 
of them? 


Russian refugees scattered through- 
out Europe, and in Bulgaria this 
found ready acceptance, as they have 
a strong communistic party. Now 
it seems the refugees - established 
there may be driven out; certainly 
it will not be possible to send others 
in.~ Thus the relentless hate of the 
Bolsheviki follows these people—they 
have determined to exterminate 
them. 

While sitting in the conference at 
Genoa, professing to have washed 
clean their bloody hands and asking 
for recognition by enlightened na- 
tions, their chekas were holding 
tribunals and 1 myself read a letter 
received by an aged nobleman, ad- 
vising him that his wife, an old, old 
woman, had been thrown in prison 
and was perhaps shot. She was of 
no importance politically; she was 
too thin and too old to make fats for 
food; it’ was but another case of 
class hatred, 

Despite their age, their incapacity 
from wounds, their belonging to the 
former ruling class, these refugees 
could earn their living by their 
craftsmanship, so clever are these 
Russians with their hands, could 
they but find a market for their 
products. Tho relief organizations 
furnishing work to the women have 
80 many more workers than they 
have garments to be made that they 
must distribute them among all, and 
one worker gets but one garment per 
week, for which she is paid one lira 
(about 75 cents). 

And every day I hear people who 
have never visited a refugee camp, 
nor an invalids’ home, who have

I.ONDON, June 15. 
HE British book of the mo- 
ment — and for much longer 
than the moment — is un- 
doubtedly ‘‘ William De Mor- 
, gan and His Wife,” by Mrs. 
A. M. W. Stirling (De Morgan's 
sister-in-law), just issued by Thorn- 
ton Butterworth, Limited. I under- 
stand that the American edition of 
this deeply interesting work will be 
issued very shortly. There was no 
small touch of the miraculous in De 
Morgan's sudden emergence as a 
novelist, with ‘‘ Joseph Vance,” at 
the age of 67. Until then he had 
been a craftsman, producing pottery 
and tiles with mére aft than bual- 
neas ability. He used io tell a curious 
story of a male palmist who read his 
hand when he was only 20. ‘‘ Fame 
will come to you,’’ the soothsayer 
said, “ but it will not be until late, 
in life. Only after middie age is 
over wi} success be yours, and then 
it will come from a totally unexpect- 
ed quarter. Your name will be 
known, and will be a household word 
in remote places of the earth where 
your foot will never tread. This will 
be the case in Africa, Australia, and 
above all in America.’’ Mrs. Stir 
ling tells us that De Morgan was nor 
much impressed by this communica- 
tion, but i was fulfilled. 

When his life-long efforts as an 
artist had definitely failed in the 
business sense, and he had bitterly 
exclaimed, ‘*‘ All my life I have been 
trying to make beautiful things, and 
row that 1 have made them nobody 
wants them!’’ he looked again at a 
manuscript which he had begun in 
1901, and had nearly burned in self- 
disgust. It consisted of two chap- 
ters only of ‘“‘ Joseph Vance,’’ which 
he had written in a few Ileijisure 
hours ‘‘ just to see what I could do.” 
As a matter of fact, he had tossed 
the thing into his waste-paper bas- 
ket, and it was by chance that his 
noble and gifted wife had seen and 
quietly preserved: it. In 1905 an 
illness confined him to bed, and Eve- 
lyn De Morgan brought the old man- 
uscript to his room and, laying it by 
his bedside with a pencil at its side, 
sald, ‘‘ I think something might be 
made of this.” De Morgan, suffer- 
ing more from listiessness than sick- 
nese, became interested—so inter- 
ested that he went to work at once. 

Mrs. De Morgan had thought of a 
pencil, but had forgotten all about 
paper.

battered—are in the British Museum, 
the third is owned by the Marquis 
of Milford Haven (Admiral of the 
Fleet Louis Alexander Mountbatten), 
and the fourth is now catajogued 
for sale by Mr. Myers at the price 
of £750. He describes it as being in 
a fine state of preservation, which it 
is. This circular plate measures a 
little under three ipches in diameter. 
On one side the Western Hemi- 
sphere is represented and on the 
other the Eastern. Naturally, the 
latter is the better piece of map- 
ping, the former the most interest- 
ing. The silver on which these en- 
gravings were made is believed to 
have formed part of Drake’s spoils 
trom the Spaniards, The date of the 
issue is accepted’ as 1581, and the 
Purpose was to commemorate the 
great voyage from which Drake re- 
turned on board the Golden Hind in 
that year. The plate was prohably 
produced for the occasion of his be- 
ing knighted by Queen Elizabeth on 
the deck of that famous ship, on 
April 4, 1581, at Deptford. 

This carefully drawn and remark- 
able map is, I believe, the first and 
only authentic evidence for the exact 
positidn of Drake’s landing in what 
is now California during this, the 
first, attempt to find a northwest 
passage from the Pacific. It was 
not until seven years later that the 
excessively rare map in Peter Mar- 
tyr’s ‘* De Orbe Novo’ appeared. 
A dotted tine, against which ships 
in full sail and several legends are 
Placed, indicates the route followed 
by Sir Francis Drake in his voyage 
around the world in 1577-1580. No 
fewer than 110 places are named, 
those in the Western Hemisphere in- 
cluding Virginea, Nova Albion (ab 
Angiie 1580 inuenta), Californea, 
Florida, Mexico, Chili, Brasilia, 
Cuba (Terra Au) stralig (Nundum) 
Cognita, &c., &c.

MEMORIALS OF CARUSO. 


There is reproduced, on this 2° of 
Tim Timms today a new rmhemorial tablet 
to Enrico Caruso, which was recently 
placed on the walls of the Metropolitan 
Opera House. The tablet is a bas relief 
in bronze and is the work of the Ameri- 
can sculptor, C. P. Jennervein. It por- 
trays the head ,of the great singer in 
profile, with the figures of the Muses 
of Song and Music on either side.

Days, but Few Visitors Seek It Out~ || 


IVE elm trees that may in time 
attain to stateliness now stand 
“above McGowan’s Pass in Cen- 
trah Park, a tribute to the 
memory of Andrew: H.. Green, 
member of the first Central Park Com- 
mission, who. took an active part,in the 
laying out and beautifying of the park. 
In selecting a site for the planting of 
the Green memorial trees Park’ Com- 
missioner Francis D. Gallatin has been 
delving into. the history of its early 
days, attempting to trace old farm lines 
and to relocate historic spots. 
. The study has convinced © Commis- 
sioner Gallatin of the necessity for a 
revival of interest in the park. Time 
and indifference are obliterating some 
of the features which once had a 
prominent place in early destriptions of 
the playground. The Commissioner 
named half a dozen that are fast he- 
coming a memory. He believes that old 
names should be emphasized and inter- 
est rekindled. 

How many persons know that every 
gate in Central Park has a name? 
Newspaper accounts of events in the 
park mention the gates in connection 
with the streets they are néarest. There 
was a time when gates were mentioned 
by mames and the names méant some- 
thing to the public. The gate at Fifth 
Avenue and. Fifty-ninth Street is the 
Scholars’. Gate and that at. Columbus 
Circle is .Merchants’ Gate. Between 
them in Fifty-ninth Street are the Ar-. 
tisans’ Gate at Seventh Avenue and the 
Artists’ Gate at Sixth Avenue. Begin- 
ning at Fifth Avenue, thé gates at the 
northern end of the park are Pioneers’ 
Gate, Farmers’ Gate, Warriors’ Gate 
and the Gate of Strangers. 

Along the east side of the park there 
are Inventors’ Gate at Seventy-second 
Street, Miners’ Gate at Seventy-ninth 
Street, Engineers’ Gate at Ninetieth 
Street, Woodmen’s Gate at Ninety-sixth 
Street and Girls’ Gate at 102d Street. 
Along the west side there-ta_ Women’s 
Gate at Seventy-second Street and at 
Seéventy-ninth Street is a gate named for 
hunters. Beyond at Eighty-fifth Street 
is Mariners’ Gate. The Gate of All 
Saints is at Ninety-sixth Street and 
Boys’ Gate is at 100th Street. 

It was -*xplained in a guide-book 
printed in the '50s that the gates evere 
named with the idea of illustrating that 
all were welcome to Central Park re- 
gardless of rank or caste. So youth and 
age, art, literature, commerce, hus- 
bandry, mechanics and mariners were 
represented. It was noted that Mer 
chants’ Gate was the most used, with 
Scholars’ Gate next. Farmers’ and 
Warriors’ Gates were the next’in order. 
Phe fact that traffic became so heavy 
through Merchants’. Gate was one of 
the factors that led to the laying out of 
Columbus Circle, 

It might well be recorded here that 
one of the first men who rode through 
Central Park in an-automobile was Wil- 
lis Holly, secretary to the Park Commis- 
sioner and then secretary to Mayor 
Gilroy. 

Commissioner Gallatin. has under 
consideration a plan to place at each 
gate some sort of a sign giving its 
name. ‘A revival of interest in Cen- 
tral Park is greatly to be desired,” said 
the. Commissioner. . ‘* There are a great 
many things about the park becoming 
obscured as time' goes on and which are 
now only noted on old maps and in oid 
guide-books, I would like to see them 
again brought to public attention. I de- 
sire to inspire a greater interest and 
@ normal curiosity in its historic places, 
its rustic beauty, its cascades, lakes and 
bridges and its sequestered spots.’’ 

Men who have been long in the park 
said that there were few who came there 
now with. the intention of visiting its 
places of interest. Automobiles stream 
through roads that have lost their iden- 
tity. . Few seek the rémains of earth- 
works near the mere, follow the trails 
of colonial armies or ask to be directed 
to the cave at the base of the westtrn 
slope of the Ramble. ~ 

There was a time when many jour- 
neyed to the top of Great Hill in the 
northwest part of the park to view the 
surrounding country—the villages / of 
Yorkville on the east and Bloomingdale 
on ‘the west. 

Great Hill was then one of: the noted 
places.in the park and on holidays visit- 
ors used to go to the topof the hill or 
loll om the grass ofits sides. To the 
south could be seen the smoke of the 
city and along the sides of the park one 
could ‘ glimpse through the trees the 
houses and note the then rapid move- 
ment northward of building. 

There was the same! sort of view to 
the north. In the earlier days many 
shanties could be seen perthed on\ the 
uneven ground and some of' here on 
park property. 

Ask almost anyone wheré Great Hill 
is situated and he will not know. It 
is true that. the view is not the same 
as in the days when Andrew H. Green 
was a Commissioner.. Tall buildings en- 
close the hill on all sides. The only 
greenwood to be seen is in the park and 
the lawn about the Museum. of Natural

Cut two feet 
Geep in the rocks.is.the old mill, a hole 
about twenty, inchea..in- diameter, its 
sides still smooth, pounded so by the 
squaws of a long-dead : people. Men 
who know thé park will tell the visitor 
that long before:the convent was bullt 
-and the Sisters. came. there was ‘an In- 
dian village at the Pass. 

Seuth of Eighty-sixth Street and west 
of;the West Drive thére was an: Indian 
burial ground. No ‘outward trace of it 


remains,. but it is said- to ‘be rich: th, 


relics. When improvements have to. be 
made the spades of workmen. t up 
c1ticles of historic interest.

the reservoir-and the -West Drive was 
once owned or occupied by a settler 
ramed Gilhooley and in the early days 
this was known as Gilhooley'’s field.: 

The curious can still find the old'road 
over’ which the American troops marched 
from the’ Battle of Harlem. ..It runs 
from the Harlem Flats, past Forts Clin- 
ton and Fisher. What is now known 
as the Green was at first designated a 
drill ground. -.

Thé?e are 
thousands, however, to whom the park 
is simply a place to play in or to :rest 
under the shade of its trees.

Expeditions to historic 
spots would arouse patriotism~- and 
make those who live in our city. more 
proud of this great country and of the 
city to which many have come from 
alien lands.

last week the newspaper stories 
about it emphasized its ‘*moral’:, pur- 
pose, and—well,. there were smiles here 
and there among the discourteous. 
These opportunistic pronouncements 
about. the accomplished or intended 
sanctification of the movies and every- 
body enngaected with them, which are 
solemnly issued from time to. time by 
this or that potentate of the ‘motion- 
picture business, are, in this broadcast- 
ing age, more amusing, or tiresome, 
j than , impressive—at least. to . some 
people. 

But the newspaper accounts of the 
Paramount School slighted ite main 
purpose Adolph Zukor avers. .He says 
thet it is to be a real school for actors, 
that its aim is to improve the quality 
of acting among the members of the 
Paramount Stock Company, and this, 
it must be confessed, puts it in a dif- 
ferent light.

He .developed 
a wonderful nose for news and a method 
of cross-examination which rendered’ the 
nervous or careless. reporter dumb: with 
a consciousness of his: own inadequacy. 
A small, slight man with piercing eyes 
anda “quiet, deadly manner, Fish was 
at his best on a big story... Then he 
would mobilize his whole staff and sit 
quietly at ‘his desk picking .up. the 
threads of the story as it developed and 
producing complete and varied accounts 
for the night staff.

His men’ were well trained, well paid 
and. well.treated. If, Nerthcliffe chas- 
tised them severely he at least reward- 
ed them adequately, and -his rule was 
paternal. Northcliffe was proud of his 
mén and his men were proud of North- 
cliffe. To be on the staff of The Daily 
Mail often meant incurring rudé jibes 
and rough jokes, but évery one down tq 
the newest joined cub reporter was an 
enthusiastic defender, of the ‘‘ chief.”’ 
Northcliffe could inépire loyalty and 
respect because he, not only knew the 
game so well but also because he wag 
so very human.” ‘When journalists be- 
gan to agitate for a minimum wage and 
a fivé-day week Northcliffe gaye’ hié 
full ‘support to the movement and in- 
augurated a salary system which ‘made 
the, minimum’ wage appear ridiculous.

Northcliffe does not run a paper ‘for 
dividends and he. has ~no. objection to 
paying high wages. His policy always 
has ‘been the highest wages. and the 
best work, but it is a policy. not to the 
liking of business men. He has -quar- 
reled with the Newspaper Proprietors’ 
“Association, not sq much because’ of 
their Introduction of capi _ Owners 
as because of their attempted cheese- 
paring policy over ‘wages. 

Newspapers have had a hard time in 
Fleet ‘Street’ since the ‘war. Few papers 
have paid. Printing bills have increased 
tremendously and the new owners of 
journals havé found newspapers a rapid 
means of losing money. . Northcliffe 
runs @ paper because he likes the fun 
of it, because he feels that he has a 
duty to the public and a duty to his 
employes. It is easy to see how the 
businesslike brains of Sir Andrew Caird 
and Walter Fish more in sympathy 
with the. wage-cut principles of the 
new owners than. with the ideals of 
Lord Northcliffe. It is easy, to see.also 
how Lord Northcliffe has unconsciously 
raised within his own firm powers ca- 
pable and desirous of ditering his policy. 
He probably still sees Andrew Caird 
and Walter Fish as struggling reporters 
dependent on his slightest whim. There 
aré probably faults on: both sides, but 
of one thing I am certain, Lord North- 
cliffe never will be a party to any pol- 
icy by which faithful labor is prevented 


from enjoying adequate remuneration. 


If he ig to preserve his happy family 
at the cost of afew directors he can 
console himself with the thought that 
directors are a luxury. .

.n March 14, the very afternoon of 
the President’s arrival; the first ponder- 
ous gun was fired../This was a.memor- 
andum of Marshal Foch setting forth 
the first. of the French projects—the 
military program. This classic presen- 
tation of the French demand for the 
military frontier of the Rhine is of the 
utmost importance and kas never yet, 
so far as the writer knows, been ptib- 
lished in-full. It had actually been pre- 
pared on Jan, 10 and bears that date, but 
Clemenceau, \iike the strategist. he was, 
withheld his fire until the enemy was 
weakest. 

The essence of this progyent is easily 
surmmdrized. 

It is entirely based upon the soabudatil 
that Germany, though beaten, i# still 
strong and Franége’ weak; that Germany 
is still predatory and unscrupulous, and 
that the menace to France, which, ‘as 
Foch says, France has been fighting ** in 
the name of’ the principles of right and 
the liberties of peoples “is as great as 
ever, if not greater.

The potential strength of, Germany as 
against France had also been aug- 
mented, argues Foch, by the disappear- 
ance of Russia as a*balancing military 
power in the east. 

What is the remedy? 

It is, according to Foch, simple enough. 
The, preponderance of Germahy must be 
permanently broken down and this vast 

arity of force permanently equalized. 
The primary and basic method pf doing 
this is for France to make the Rhine her 
pérmanent strategic frontier. 

** Henceforth the Rhine ought to be. the 
weatern military frontier of the German 
countries.’’. The ‘‘ Wacht am Rhein” 
must mow, the Marshal says,. be the 
“ yallying word.’’ of France. 

This will serve two purposes. First, it 
will hold Germany at.arm’s length and 
preyent a blow delivered by surpise; sec- 

» it, will detach from. Germany the 
rich and populous Rhine provinces, thus 
weakening her both politically and eco- 
nomically. He disclaims any purpose on 
the part of France to anhex this German 
territory, but he proposes to create there 
**new autonomous States’’ and provide 
them with “the outlets necessary for 
their economic activities by yniting them 
with the other western States by a com- 
mon system of customs.”’: In short, he 
would sever all former ecohomic ties of 


| this rich territory from Germany and 


unite it with France, 
Beoch's View of Leagne. 


As for the League of Nations the 
Marshal frankly sees it as a perpetual 
nulitary alliance of France, England, the 
United States and, Belgium, the pur- 
pose of which is, of course, to maintain 
France on the Khine and keep. Ger- 
many down permarziéntly. 

Such were Foch’s proposals, and they 
were .based upon’ the assumption that 
Germany and France would be perpetual 
enemies; that peace must be based upon 
force; and this force, France being 
weaker than Germany, must be added 
to by America, Great Britain and Bel- 
glum. 

Of, course, these proposals violated at 
every point. the American p and, 
more tham this, as the President argued 
day after day, it would never give the 
French the safety they craved. He, too, 
believed that France, with whose suf- 
ferings he sympathized profoundly, must 
be made safe—no one set forth this Mea 
more eloquently than he in .his speech 
to the French Chamber of Deputies. He 
believed, as he said, that the Rhine was 
**the frontier of freedom,”’ a phrase at 
once seized upon and twisted to support 
the extremist French claims; but he 
disagreed wholly with the French as to 
how that safety should be /secured., 
Their program meant only ew military 
alliances, a new and more terrible and 
costly era of armament, and, in the 
end, more fearful war. How could a 
populops nation like- Germany be con- 
trolled permanently by armed force? 
How, on the other hand, could a power- 
ful military alliance, even of allied na- 
tions, be trusted to hold a purely de- 
fénsive position on. the Rhine? In his 
memorandum of Jan. 10 Foch had ac- 
tually spoken with gusto of the_Rhine 
as a ‘* magnificent basis of manoeuvré 
for a?’ counter-offensive,’"’: and had al-

He pro» 
posed a new co-operative system, based 
upon mutual guarantees; “‘ with morel 
force uppermost.’’—as expressed in the 
League of Nations.

fear. 

At the same Ainas that Foch was fir- 
ihg the Big Bertha ‘of his military pro- 
posals, the President. was again grap- 
pling—not only in the League of Ne- 
tions Commission, but in all the con- 
ferences—with the diplomatic bcos of 
the French proposals, 

There were two ‘rls alana tenden- 
cles'in French diplomacy, although they 
were both committed.‘to the essential 
French demands. 

The moré liberal group was that repre- 
sented by Leon Bourgeois; a distin- 
guished scholar and @ statesman and 
once Premier of France, who fathered 
the French scheme for a League of 
Nations and was a.member of the 
League of Nations Commission, . But 
even his plan for a League. was as far 
as possible removed from Wilson's con- 
ception of |the peace; for its sanctions 
rested primarily not upon moral force 
wut upon military foree. It really dif- 
fered little from Foch's scheme of a 
military alliance. It set up a, kind of 
international general staff and even im- 
| posed upon all member nations the 
maintenance of fixed contingents of 
military and naval force. -It was never 
th t of as a substitute for the -mill- 

control of the Rhine, but as an 
agency for maintaining that control, 

‘ Hard-Shelled Diplomats. 

But even this project was enlightened 
compared with the concepts of 2 
of hard-shelled: diplomats of the old 

best represented, perhaps, by 
men like Pointaré ‘aiid Pichon. These 
were: of the strictest of the sect and 
fotlowed closely the ancient tradition of 
diplomatic. finesse, “They lived still in 
the eighteenth century; they dealt: in 
terms of Continéntal combinations, deli- 
cately adjusted balances of power, clever 
intrigues, material claims and compensa- 
tions. Fortunately, this: diplomacy was 
kept for the most part in the back- 
ground, but it did emerge here and there 
trom: its dwelling place of darkness, 
and it did inspire one important section 
of the Frencti scheme; to which even 
Clemenceau adhered. This was the pol- 
icy of bindirig to the French interest as 
many as possible of the small States 
beyond Germany and building these up 
as allies against her to replace the for- 
timer Russian alliance. It was indeed one 
aspect of the’ French program of secur- 
ity. As Clemenceau said, frankly in the 
conference (secret minutes, Feb. 7)): 

“There was heed of a strong Poland, 
* * © The League of Nations was a 
very fine coriception, but it gob Bee 
constituted without nations. As one of 
the nations concerned, Poland waa most 
necessary as a buffer on the east just 
as France formed a buffer on the west." 

Clemenceau, like the shrewd political 
jeader that he was, took a moderate 
position between, these two diplomatic 
policies, but used them’ both wherever 
necessaty.

Although the French could not stip- 
wlate the breaking away éf States al- 
ready in the German Empire, they could 
Pput obstacles in the way of further ac- 
cretions to it. If German Austria should 
attach itself to Germany, the addition 
would’ just about offset the loss. of 
Alsace-Lorraine and the rest of the left 
bank, besides giving Germany a most 
dangerous extension round to the south 
of Bohemia and into regions of great 
opportunity. A separate Austria would 
block thie: path to her gnd might even, 
ras the old-style diplomats hoped, be 
made another satellite of France. So 
the prohibition against any union of 
Austria with Germany became 4 con- 
crete element of the French plan. If 
not subtraction, it prevented an addition 
to the greater quantity. 

We come finally to the economic 
‘phases of the French plan for control’ 
and equalization—in' many ways the 
most important'‘of ally: They will only 
be touched upon here and left. for much 
more complete consideration in the im- 
portant dealing with ‘repara- 
tions and the economic and pinenelal 
aspects of the settlements, 

Economic power. in the twentieth cen- 
tury is as important @ factor in war as

Galileo Galilei of Pisa had not 
come. down to us ag the greatest 
actentific discoverer and inventor of 
his day, unquestionably he would 
have been regarded as one of the 
greatest of Italian satirists. His fame 
as & scientist tg universal, but his fame 
as a satirist is strictly confined to the 
city of hig birth. ‘There it has lived to 
mock his universal fame. 

Of course, the’ Pisans know all about 
his scientific achievements: his law of 
falling bodies, his discovery that the 
Path of a projectile is a parabola, his 
invention of the telescope and micro- 
scope and thermomenter, and his great 
theories ag to suction being atmospheric

first time, at least as far es the ma- 
jority of Pisans are concerned; while 
the-surroundings of the revealed figure— 
with all his lack of tact, his wit, his 
biting satire—are as much Iike those of 
his own day as can possibly be imagined.

* ¥ gee that the apirit of Galileo is still 
alive,’ Pietro Maffi-is said to have re- 
Tiarked when, he first camé to the city 
of the Leaning Tower in 1904. . Surely 
he did not mean that the city was fever- 
ishly ‘engaged in sdientific discoveries, 
It must’ have* been something else. 
What else could it have been but evi- 
dence of that second attribute of Gali- 
leo? We shall see. 

Pietro Maffi was not made a Cardinal 
until he had been Archbishop of Pisa 
for three years... He iy now seventy 
years of age and is considered the most 
learned scientific scholar in the Sacred 
College. He was appointed to the Archi- 
episcopal See of Pisa partly owing to 
his high scientific attainments, particu- 
larly in astronomy, and successor to 
the famous Father Secchi, and partly 
because he wished ‘to pursue his ‘studies 
of Gallieo, which he had begun while di- 
rector’ of the Astronomical Institute of 
the University of Pavia, where the Chair 
of Astronomy had been occupied for 
eighteen years by Galileo, after he had 
been.obliged to leave the University of 
Pisa on account. of his quarrel with 
Giovanni de’ Moedici,- whose scientific 
efforts he had called. ‘‘ amateurish.” 

Of course. the Pisans fell over each 
other in their eagerness to show the new 
Archbishop their relics of Galileo. First 
they showed him ‘the house in which 
Galileo was born, It had over the portal 
an elaborate inscription, to. that effect. 
But the churchman pointed out to bia 
that this could not pdsaibly be #6, 
Galileo waa born in 1564, while the house 
obviously belonged to the séventeenth 
eentury, Next they showed him the 

lamp suspended from the ceiling of the 
eae which they said ‘was the same 
lamp which had suggested the pendulum 
te Galileo, But again the churchman 
shook his head. He proved that the 
lamp was of comparatively modern 
make, while the records of the eathedrad 
showed that there was no lamp swinging

had the vty of Galileo before the Holy 
Inquisition in Rome, of his trial and 
punishment, ‘his. recantation ‘and his 
muttered repudiation of it. But ‘these 
precious legends the Archbishop would 
leave undisturbed least of all, They 
jeered at him as they repeated them. 
But *he had‘the documents, although he 
casually temarked that there were few 
things in them which were not already 
pretty well known—to scholars. What 
then did hé mean to insinuate? Did 
Pisa have no echolate? ‘ Well," he re- 
plied patiently, ‘ Mazzint. was bern 
here. “That should satisfy you.” 

It séems that when Galileo erected his 
great refracting telescope. onthe tower 
of Sar Marco on the invitation of Leo- 
natdi Deodati, the Doge ef Venice, and 
théreby found oft that the moon was 
lighted .by the reflected ‘Iglt of the 
earth, and discovered the four satellites 
of Jupiter, the movable spots on the 


universe around which the planets re- 
volved, he seemed to. have punctured 
most of the theories of Ptelémy which 
had been aocepted by. the Chureh and to 

confirmed these of Baa,

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the Holy Inquisition and was ordered to 
stop preaching his. heresies. He was

It 
was certainly an occasion for irony. ° 

For centuries. the Pisans had talked 
about a monument to Galileo, but it was 
not until 1864 that a committee was 
actually assembled to do something 
about it. Phig committee, consiating af 
the Prefect, the Mayor, and other. au- 
thorities, had the Municipal Gouneil vote 
500 lire (about $100) as a nest eg@,which 
they thought would soon attract thou- 
sands. It didn’t, however; it remained 
in the bank and drew nothing but in- 
terest. 

In 1888 another committee was formed, 
and. it was decided to collect an addi- 
tional fund until sa total of 10,000 Lire 
was reached. The new committee in 
six. years gathered—chiefly from tourists 
—6,000 Hre, whem the members died or 
separated.’ Then the whole amount in- 
cluding the Interest was ‘voted to defray 
the expenses of a fancy dreds ball.

The Stock Bxchange is 
not interested in either a bull or a bear 
market, according to one of ‘the of- 
ficials yesterday, but only in keeping a 
free and open market for the stock:
